And now as regards the actual system of 
scouring the clothes as witnessed at Tung Lung 
Qiao (East Point) and other places, 
He clothes. are put in a huge cauldron of 
warm, water in which soap of the kind above- 
mentioned and a dash of ‘soda have been 
mixed up‘to' the consistency of pensoup— 
twenty, thirty, and fifty picces at a time, 
according to thelr dimensions. In this tub they 
are boiled, all the time; and stirred about they’ 
are then partially wrung out and put into another 
tub where the water !s not so thick as in the 
cauldron and thence on.and on from one 
tub to another until at Jast they are clean (?) 
enough to be taken out and “ducked” in 
astream, to wash the soap-suds and slush out
